Fast & Furious 6, you 
might remember seeing 
something low, retro 
and green/yellow called! 
a Lucra, No? Consider 
yourself forgiven if not, 
because some 400 cars 
were built, blatted and 
broken in the name of 
Hollywood entertainment. 

• Among the muscle cars, 
classic Ford Escorts and 
Skylines in the film, a topless 
speedster called a Lucra 
LC470 became the weapon 
of choice for Tej Parker, 
played by rapper Ludacris. 

• Lucra is a small, California- 
based sports car company 
that builds its bare-bones 
car bodies from carbon 
fibre, then stuff either 
Corvette or Merc AMG V8s 
under the bonnet. While 


the LC470 blatantly draws 
inspiration from vintage 
Jag race cars, Porsche 356s 
and AC Shelby Cobras, 
these are the leaked 
images of their latest yet- 
to-be-launched “2.2” 

• One glance at the side 
profile and you can see 
how low and long it is. That 
sprawling, bulged bonnet 
harks back to the Chevy 
Corvettes of the 1970s, while 
the front end plucks facial 
features from Ferrari $, 

• The front bodywork rises 
up over the wheel arches, 
where the LED-lined 
vertical headlights are 
mounted. A shallow 
radiator grille boasts 
hexagonal cut-outs in the 
mesh, with spotlights at 
either end. A moustache¬ 
shaped carbon fibre chin 
spoiler no doubt helps air 
pass through the Wilwood 
six-piston braking system. 


• The party piece has to be 
that rack of four exhausts 
poking out of the front 
wings. One pipe for every 
piston means the Lucra will 
undoubtedly use V8 power 

• Just like the LC470, the 
2.2 will have a carbon 
fibre body lowered over 
a tubular metal chassis. 
Customers will also be able 
to decide whether they’d 
like the beating heart of 

a German or Yank V8. The 
AMG is a 6.2 with optional 
supercharger, while the 
American V8 options come 
in a 6.3 LS3 or 7,0-litre LS7 
flavours. So expect 62mph 
to pass in under three 
seconds to an estimated 
top end Of 2O0mph plus. 

• And then there's the choice 
between a Merc seven- 
speed paddle shift gearbox, 
or a classic, five-speed 
Tremec manual. The car's 
yours for £140k, we reckon.

war zones. Last year, while 
covering Syria’s bloody 
civil war, he found himself 
hunted by President 
a!-Assad's death squads. 
Here, he tells Nuts how 
he evaded capture. 

Hallo Paul. How did you get 
into war photography? 

I'd been in the Army for 
six years, then did some 
photography on the side. 
One day, I got a call from 
a mate who was delivering 
aid to the Balkans, asking 
me to film what was 
happening. When the aid 
was delivered, T thought I’d 
stay on and film the w T ar. I 
made a documentary, and 
I got more work from that 

Has your Army background 
come in useful? 

Yeah, its taught me what 
to look out for. When I was 
covering the revolution in 
Libya i I was sitting on the 
side of a road and we’d sec 
a shell land, and all the 
rebels would laugh while 
I took cover. Then another 
one landed a bit nearer. As 
they laughed, I knew that 
Gadaffi’s men were making 
adjustments until they hit 
us. People soon started to 
follow what I was doing. 

What happened when you 
filmed in Syria last year? 

We contacted a fixer in 
Beirut and he hooked us 
up with the Free Syrian 
Army. We drove into the 
Beqaa Valley that was held 
by [Islamic militant group] 
Hezbollah, and had to 
avoid them. Then, as it was 
getting dark, we followed 
these guys through a 
mountain pass and into 
a minefield. They’d known 
where the mines were but 
the rain had washed the 
markers away. The Army 
were firing at us, too.

Your goal was the rebel city 
of Homs. Is that where you 
were attacked? 

Yes. We were in a media 
centre - a house in the 
neighbourhood of Baba 
Amr, which was seen as the 
heart of the revolution. At 
7am, the war reporter Marie 
Colvin and T were looking 
to visit a field hospital. Then 
shells started to land near 
our location, until one 
smashed into the back 
of the house and removed 
the room where we'd been 
sleeping ten minutes earlier. 

Did everyone panic? 

Someone shouted to get out, 
but I thought we T d be better 
staying where we were, as 
we had protection from the 
walls. Another shell hit us, 

A third shell then removed 
the second storey. Then an 
explosion ripped through 
the room. I put my hand 
down and felt blood - then 
it went right through my leg. 

Were you in shock? 

My first thought was about 
hospital food! I then rooted 
around for the artery to 
make sure it wasn't severed. 

I felt inside my leg until 
l found this thing that was 
pumping. I put a tourniquet 
around the leg to stop the 
bleeding. I went to find 


Marie and ended up next 
to her and my journalist 
friend, Remi Ochlik. I could 
see they were both dead. 

Did the attack stop then? 

No. I could see this 
surveillance drone above 
us. They then opened fire 
again, I dropped to the floor 
while they tried to take the 
rest of us out with gun and 
shell fire. I was there 15 
minutes until I was taken 
to the makeshift hospital. 

What state were you In? 

The bottom of my calf %vas 
hanging off and a bit of 
shrapnel had wedged under 
my kidneys. I had this huge 
piece of meat hanging off 
me, and the doctor told me 
that it would have to come 
off He cut it away with 
scissors, and no anaesthetic. 

You were there five days. Tell 
us about your escape. 

There was talk of an 
ambulance to take us out, 
but that was actually a trap 
- we would have been 
executed if we'd got in it 
The rebels finally collected 
all of the injured and drove 
us through the front lines. 
They lowered me down 
a hole into a tunnel, then 
stuck me on the back 
of a motorbike. 


How were you? 

The staples holding my leg 
together had come off so 
the wounds were open 
again, I had to get off the 
bike, crawl up a mud bank 
where the tunnel had been 
hit, then crawl through 
a hole the w idth of my 
shoulders, w T here I got 
a piece of steel in my leg, 
which I had to pull out. 

What happened then? 

I was picked up by two 
guys who supported me as 
I went over walls, through 
ditches and over farmland 
to a house. A vet there 
Stitched me up. Ten 
minutes after I’d left it, the 
tunnel Td come through 
was attacked and a lot of 
people wore killed. Finally, 
a Land Cruiser took me to 
Beirut. There was a £lm 
bounty on our heads from 
the al-Assad regime as 
we’d witnessed what he’d 
done. The media centre 
attack was deliberate. His 
forces tried to get one Free 
Syrian Army guy to tell us 
where we were. He refused 
and they cut his throat. 

How do you feel about 
Syria now? 

I wasn't going to shut 
up about what T saw. But 
I was disappointed by the 
international response, 
which was to sit there 
and do nothing. Now the 
jihadists have come in and 
filled the vacuum. I can’t 
predict an end to it. 

Finally, is that the end for 
you and war photography? 

No, I’m looking at getting 
myself well enough to be 
a photographer again. We 
were unlucky. The deaths 
of Marie and Remy 
have spurred me on.
